Far removed as the Colony is from 
the theatres of war, the need for 
economic sacrifices of supplics may 
not be obvious, although the funda- 
mental ,rensons which have dictated 
limits of personal consumption in the 
United Kingdom are nevertheless 
operative In Hongiong. zs 

Entrepot Trade Problem 

The existence of Honrkong’s entre- 
pot trade presents a dificult problem, 
but measures are being discussed to 
reduce {mpcxtation and consumption 
of -non-essential goods, yarticularly, 
by those classes of the community 
which enjoy a relatively high 
standard of life, 4 

There can be no doubt that every 
time an individual: refrains from 
making purchase of imported 
feeds, or .Jocally produced goods 
whose production depénds to any 
material extent on imported 
materials, the war effort is directly 
benefited. -In particular, shipping 
rand productive capacity is saved, 
ond, in many cases, forelyn exchange, 
Even where it may seem that there 
{s plenty of shipping space for In- 
ward freight to Hongkong it must 
be remembered that: saving of time 
in loading at docks is important, ond 
that many monufactured articles im- 
ported are made from rgw materials 
which have to be transported by sea. 
The varlous problems confronting 
the Advisory Committee will be 
found diMcult of solution, and the 
whole-hearted co-operation of the 
encral public ts cordially invited. 
Any suggestions relating. to a 
vigorous and successful prosecution 
of the war effort should be addressed 
to W. T. Lewis, Secretary, Economic 
War Effort Advisory Committee, the 
University, Hongkong.

In addition to this the 
Ministry of Health recently asked the 
War Organization to organise and 
staff 400 auxiliary and convalescent 
hospitals in Britain, with accommoda~ 
tlon for 20,000 patients.

A Free French officer who is 
now in Singapore and who serv- 
ed with Col. Collet in Syria, told 
a reporter that Col. Colict wields 
considerable influence among 
both the French and the natives, 
in Syria, and, in combination 
with General Catroux, Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Free 
French Forces in ‘the Middle 
East, should be able to persuade 
the people to continue the war 
against Germany «instead of 
kow-towing to Vichy and Hitler. 

Col, Collet, .sald this officer, is 
known as the “French Lawrence of 

Arabia.” A_Mohamimedan by falth, 

he ts o brilliant military Icader— 

couragcous, with many epic feats 
to his name, and a dovout reader 
of the Koran. fe eta 

“T first met him in 1923 when 
Druzes revolted against the French 
Syrian occupation,” said the French 
officer, oy i 
: Legion Formed 

Receiving permission: to form a 
Iegion to ght against the tribe, 
Coliet, who was then a captain in.tho 
French intelligence service, enlisted 
inmates of prisons in Beirut and 
Damascus as well os Clreasslan and 
Armenian refugees. So the “Cir 
cassian Legion” was formed. ; 

Heavy fighting took place during 
the campaign against the Druze. and 
the French officer quoted an episode 
which; he-said; was typical of Collet's 
fearlessness. : 

He was in command of a fortress 


high In the Druze mountains, With 


him were fewer than 150 men, They 
were cut off entirely from the reo 
mainder of the French forces, En- 
circling them were 2,000 bloodthirsty 
tribesmen, 

Tt was imperative that the fortress 
should receive supplies of food and 
‘ammunition, and Capt. Collet himself 
decided to make the trip which would 
have been hazardous if not fatal, for 
any other man’ who did not icnow 
the enemy as well as he did,. 

Unarmed, Capt. Collet left tho 
fortress once morning, walked 
straight into tho IInes of tho enemy, 
and with extreme candour sald to 


thelr commander, “I know the 

Druzes never attack an unarmed 
man.” 

"It seems astounding,” remarked 
the French officer, “but they let 
Collet ‘through—and very soon he 
came back not ‘only with - supplies 
but also with reinforcements!” 

Influence with Syrians 
Another episode illustrating Col. 

Coltet's cootness— and particularly 
his jufluence with the Syrians—was 
related by this French officer. 

He sald, “At the beginning of 1936, 
a rovolution broke out among 
Syrians, almed originally against 
Jews and then developing against the 
French Government: itself. 

‘ “Collet at the tlme was 34 ycars 
of oge,,and a major. I was with 
him in Damascus during the height 
of the revolution, and-In campany 
with the famous French, author, 
Homet, and his wife, we were travell- 
ing through the city when we found 
ourselves surrounded -by several 
thousand armed rioters, . 

“Collet had 100° cavalrymen, witn 
him, but he gave no orders to them, 
Leaving the three of us and the 
troops, he walked into the thick of 
the mob, sat down with thelr leaders, 
had tea with them, and discussed the 
reasons for the rioting, 

“He told them ‘he would bo very 
sorry to be forced to fight them. 
Ho did not want to shed the blood 

. Of brother-Mohammedans, ho sald. 

“We went ‘on speaking to them and 

again, amazing as i¢ may sound, 

the rlot endcd from the moment 
“Tho left them." 
May Save Syria. 

Collet had on Intense dislike for 
politicians. ‘He numbers several ene- 
mics among the Darlan clique, One 
of them, said the French officer, is a 
former Minister in Baghdad for whom 
he refused to provide a milltary es- 
cort.on the grounds that he was “so 
effeminate that the Arabs would not 
attack him.” : 

“Ever since my arrival in Singa-
